Violent death stalked through Ar- 


kansas during the short month of 
February and snuffed out lives at 


le rate of more than throe a day. 
Ninety persons died of unnatural 
uases last month as compared 
vith 77 the previous 
month 
ac- 


ording to records compiled by the 
Jnited Press. 


Traffic accidents topped the list 


vifh 30 deaths. A total of 15 per- 
ons died of burns, mostly from 
res caused by exploding stoves. 
ne persons ended their own lives 


even were murdered, seven died 
f miscellaneous causes, and

vere killed by trains. 


The heaviest toll in a single dis-

ed with your committeeman

paid for by Saturday, March 20 
One pound costing 65 cents should 
bait the average farm. No orders 
can be accepted after March 20 
The bait will arrive in Hempstead 
county from U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service and be distributed to 
the above community centers 
on 


Tuesday, March 30. Those request- 
ing the bait may call for it at 
their rat bait center so that all 
may poison on the evening of Wed- 
nesday, March 31. 


Start now to study your rat prob- 


lem, advises Farm Agent Adams 
Locate vyhere they are living in 
the daytime and where they are 
feeding at night. Determine the 
route the rats take between these 
two points and decide where along 
this route is a good, place to put 
out bait on "Kill Rats" day. Along 
walls, on sills, behind boxes, and 
other protected places are good 
locations for bait. Rats are usually 
comparatively inactive during the 
day. 
They feed in the evening 


and are hungriest early in the even- 
ing when they first begin to feed. 
Bait placed along the route to the 
rats' regular food gives the best 
results. Put out more baits than 
you belief 
are 
needed. Many 


small baits are much better than 
a lew large ones. Put out all the 
bail on one.day. Don't put out a 
little each day or you will soon 
have a colony of rats which refuse 
ell poison bait. Make your first 
swing count.
